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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This applicatidn contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimejd invention: figs. 1-23, 34-40, 42-67, figs. 24-33, 41-50, 53-67 
showing a first and second embodiment, respectively.
